senate has decided to report the Cameron 
Cuban resolution. 


Recognize* Cubau liidepcudeiH'c. 


The Oameron resolution is "Resolved by 


the senate and house of representative of 
the United States that the independence 
of Cuba, is hereby acknowledged by the 
United States of America, and that the 
United States use its friendly offices with 
the government of Spain to bring the war 
with Spain and Cuba to a close." 


Sec-rotary Oliiey Confer*. 


Secretary Olney appeared before the 


committee this morning and was closeted 
with tbe members for a considerable time. 
At the meeting all the members were 
present except Messrs Gray and Daniel. 


The meeting was held for the express 


purpose of continuing the discussion of 
the Cuban matter. Mr. Olney was pres- 
ent for the purpose of placing in the hands 
of the committee certain information in 
his possession. 


Didn't Ilccd tUe Secretary. 


It was understood the Mr.Olney's advise 


was against precipitate action, but tbe 
Cameron resolution advocates did not dis- 
play a disposition to change their deter- 
mination to report it. 
Mr. Olney made 


no statement regarding the attitude of 
foreign powers in case the United States 
took action in favor of the Cubans. He 
confined himself to a statement of facts 
in the possession of hi" department, prin- 
cipally furnished by American counsuls 
and by tbe Spanish authorities. 


Time the On I)- Question. 


The committae's time, was largely tafeen 


up by Mr. OIncy's statement and the 
reading o! portions of tho report Mr. Cam- 
eron prepared. One member asserted 
positively that the only division was on 
the question of time for reporting the 
resolutions. 


Matt.* Department Argument. 


The committee made the resolution 


more emphatic by inserting the words 
"Republic of Cuba" in the title, and in- 
stead of declaring the United States 
should use its friendly office the com- 
mittee changed the phrasing to the 
United States "will use," etc. The mem- 
bers of the committee declared Mr. Olney 
presented no information, that its mem- 
bers knew as much of the affairs of Cuba 
as the state department. 
Mr. Olney 


urged to take no action pointing out that 
the Cubans had no government. 


Hill Hrport ItvMoliitlon .Holiday. 
An arrangement to report the resolu- 


tion was reached immediately after Mr. 
Onley left the room, shortly after noon, 
without uny division, the only difference of 
opinion was regarding the time the reso- 
lution should be reported to the senate- 
Mr. Cameron moved to report Monday. 
Mr. Sherman urged to wait till after the 
holidays.

Mr. Cameron's time prevailed by a large 
majority. 


Spaniard Colonial Reform. 


Madrid despatches say that the cabinet, 


council of Spain has taken the matter of 
applying home rule to Porto Rico and is 
regarded by officials here as having'imme- 
diale bearing on the proposed Cuban re- 
forir <. 


The two islands have always been 


treated together by Spain, Considerable 
difficulty is .experienced because of the 
property qualification in Porto Rice be- 
ing f 10 while in Cuba it is but $5. When 
this ieature is adjusted it is believed the 
reforms will be applied to Cuba.

amass meeting Chsistmas day for the 
purpose of raising a company to go to 
aid the insurgents. The members of the 
society are enthusiastic and propose to 
raise a company of 100 armed men.

the province of Santa Clara with the 
apparent intention of moving westward 
toward Ha.v7.no.

Secretary McCraith, his accuser, was at 
the desk as ir>ual, but some friends freely 
expressed their regret at big course. 


Aiitl-rolirt Resolution. 


By special order the following resolu- 


tion by delegate Aslie of Boston was in- 
troduced: "Whereas the state convention 
and the national conviction provide that 
state supreme court shall exercise the 
right of reviewing legislation. 


"Whereas in exercise of its right the 


supreme court has repeatedly set aside as 
null and void the law duly enacted by the 
representatives of the people. Whereas 
the exercise of such authority violates the 
fundamental principles of a political or- 
ganization which claims to be a govern- 
ment of, for and by the people, whereas 
no authority contained on paper or exer- 
cised by the courts can be greater than 
the will of the people formally enacted 
into law." 


Want Constitution Amended. 


"Resolved that we,'the debates of thr 


Federation convention assembled, demand 
amendments to the constitution of the 
United States, depriving the aforesaid 
courts of the power to set aside a law duly 
enacted by the legally chosen representa- 
tive of the people, we believing that the 
functions of the courts are to expound 
and administer law not to make it." 


Most of the delegates discussed the im- 


prisonment of Debs and 
other labor 


leaders, who had been prosecuted on ac- 
count of strikes. 
There was considrrable 


opposition to the resolution. Bitter refer- 
ence was made to the income tax decision. 


Some speakers condemn the 
courts 


severely. Most, however, held that con- 
stitutions were against the laboring classes 
more than the courts, and favored abolish- 
ing all constitution as it was so difficult to 
amend them to accord with the changes 
of the times.

The expla- 
n u K>n he gave was that while the rail- 
rotuis were not supposed to be known in 
ihe transaction it was so fixed thatsbip- 
r.ienis could not be made at all satisfac- 
ton y unless made through middlemen, 
lie cited cases where direct shipments 
bad been attempted with disastrous 
results through damage and delay. 
1 he wise policy of the party in power 


will be to recognize the fact that earnest 
E.n<l honest attention must be given volun- 
tary to this subject and at once. 
There 


should he no waiting for wild and sensa- 
tional popuiistic demands. 
Abundant 


opj jrtunitics should be piven for the 
timing of all complaints and an intelli- 
gent and careful investigation of them 
sU aid be made, and then such legislation 
effected as the circumstances may justify 
or require. 
But we do not believe with 


thc alarmists that radical popuiistic legis- 
lation is now desired or encouraged by 
western farmers; the outlook for them is 
too promising to justify it.

These are, 
tl.c grand rise in wheat and tbe almost 
absolute certainty of an approaching 
re.uarkable period of prosperity in the 
le.igth and breadth of tbe land. 


"Witr wheat bringing eighty cents per 


bushel at Chicago, the comparative low 
prices for manufactured commodities 
ir,:ike the farmer better off than when 
w heat used to bring a dollar.

more, general prosperity will increase 
tl.u purchasing power of the agriculturist 
by broadening the market for his spec- 
la'ties and general products.

Bo intelligent man needs to be told that 
»ith wheat up nearly thirty cents per 
fcushel aud property diffusing its sun- 
slime among all classes, the thirst for 
anti-railroad legislation, even in Kansas, 
will not be very keen.

Bristol, Dee. 18.—Hon. Thomas F. 


ISnyard, the American ambassador, 
arrived here yesterday in response to 
nn invitation to distribute the prizes 
aud deliver an address to the students 
at the annual commencement of tho 
Technical school of the Society oi 
Merchant Venturers. 
Mr. 
llayard 


was invited to be present at the com- 
mencement for the reason that his 
great-grandfather on the 
maternal 


side belonged to a distinguished fami- 
ly of Bristol merchants. His great- 
grandfather was born in Bristol in 
1700, and 
subserviently bettling in 


Philadelphia, was mayor of that city, 
as his father before him had been 
mayor of liristol. The Society 01 Mer- 
chant Venturers is one of the surviv- 
ing' mediaeval 
guilds. During the 


middle ages it had practical control of 
the maritime enterprises of the then 
highly active and progressive city of 
Bristol, It was \i hUe "the society was 
in the fullness of its power that the 
Cabot expeditious of 1497 ani HU8 were 
made, resulting iu the discovery of the 
North "American continent and the 
V"-e-emptir>rt of the continent for the 
English-speaking race, Since the nsoi- 
cty ceased to be a practical agent in 
the maritime commero« of the world it 
has devoted its surplus revenues to 
beneficent objeots, one of its creations 
being- the Technical college. As Mr. 
Bayard is a lineal descendant, of nu 
ancient m^ or oi Bristol and a member 
of the Merchant Venturers, his pres- 
ence at yesterday's ceremonies was 
particularl3r 
appropriate. 
He took 


luncheon with the council of the Bris- 
tol chamber of .commerce in the board 
room of the council. Replying1 to a 
toast to the health of the guest of the 
occasion, Mr. Bayard said that there 
was. much in the hearts of Americans 
today to make them look upon Eng- 
land as their old home. The tins of 
blood, he said, were thicker than 
water. Continuing, he expressed tha 
hope that 
when 
he 
returned to 


America no cloud would obstruct tho 
vision of any just-minded num. Mr. 
Bayard concluded by declaring1 h.s 
belief 
that 
the 
tpeaca 
existing 


between the 
two English-speaking 


nations would 
never 
be broken. 


Subsequently Mr. Bayard went to tiie 
Technical school, where he was re- 
ceived by the board of directors, the 
professors, members of the company 
and the civic officers. 
The room in 


which the distribution of the prizes 
was to take place was crowded. After 
several addresses had been made to 
the students Mr. Bayard was intro- 
duced, and was received with hearty 
applause. lie made a speech in which 
he praised the great educational woilc 
that was being done by the Society of 
Merchant Venturers. 
He said the 


more the peoples of Great Britain and 
the United States were educated the 
less cause there would be for differ- 
ences. There was not now one causa 
of difference between the two countries 
that justice, reason and moderation 
could 
not amicably arrange. 
Mr. 


Bayard briefly referred to the fact of 
his being a descendant of one of the 
old-time Bristol merchants,! and then 
proceeded to distribute the prizes that 
had been awarded to tho successful 
students, speaking a few words to each 
prize winner. 
The ambassador was 


warmly uppiauded when he had fin- 
ished his part in the exercises. 


Price of Coal Beduced* 


New York, Dec. 18.—As a result of 


the accumulation of anthracite coal 
at tidewater and at storage points 
tiiere have, it is said, been some con- 
cessions in price. One or two com- 
panies which bring large amounts of 
coal to tidewater have offered coal at 
reduced prices in order to empty cars. 
The production of coal for the eleven 
months ending1 December 31, which 
covers the period in which the com- 
bination has been iu existence, will be 
a little under 40,000,000 tons, against 
42,700.000 tons in the corresponding 
period in 1895.

purposes. 
The army appropriation 


bill, which was the unfinished busi- 
ness o,t the opening of the session, was 
passed, after the amendment recom- 
mended, by the committee of the whole, 
practically abolishing the hospital at 
Hot Springs, Ark., by cutting off the 
appropriation for its maintenance, had 
been agreed to. Half a dozen measures 
of local interest to the District of 
Columbia were passed and considera- 
tion of the legislative, executive and 
judicial appropriation bill was begun 
in committee of the whole.

An American Adventures* Arrested.

New York, Dec. 18.—News of the 


tudden death of Prof. Alexander Herr- 
mann came as a great shock to Ms 
many friends in club and theatrical 
circles in this city. 
The professor 


Was as well as usual when he left 
Rochester yesterday, 
having com- 


pleted his engagement there Wednes- 
day night. He had passed the night 
in his private car, which was being 
drawn to Bradford, Pa., and was in 
bed when word was sent that medical 
assistance was required. A telegram 
was rushed to Great Valley to have a 
physician in attendance, but before a 
doctor could get to the car Prof. Herr- 
mann was dead. The car was taken 
on to Salamanca with the body. 
It is 


believed that death was caused by 
rheumatism of the heart. One of the 
last acts of Mr. Herrmann was to ex- 
tend financial assistance to a theatri- 
cal company which stranded here last 
week. He heard of this Wednesday 
and immediately telephoned to this 
hotel whore the company was .stopping 
to send him the bill and to tell all the 
members to come and meet him and he 
would have their railroad tickets 1o i 
I*i ew York ready. 
This was only one 


instance of his generosity. 


Alexander F. Herrmann, the famous 


mngician, was a German. His father 
was a celebrated physician in his day 
and had a very large practice iu 
Paris, where he settled soon after his 
marriage. 
Herrmann was born in 


Paris 
about fifty years ago. His 


father was oue of the best magicians 
in Europe, but made no use of his 
powers in public. Herrmann's eldest 
brother adopted mag-ic as a profession 
when a boy and wanted Alexander to 
act as his assistant. His father ob- 
jected, and Alexander was kidnapped 
by his brother and taken to St. Peters- 
burg- when he was 11 years old. With-

and made his debut before the queen. 
From this time Herrmann was the 
recognized master of hand magic. He 
made his first appearance in America 
at the Academy of Music, New York, 
about twenty-five years ago, and since 
then lie took out his papers, of citizen- 
ship and fixed his permanent residence 
in this country. He made three tours 
of tho world and possessed medals and 
tokens from the rulers of almost every 
nation. He spoke Spanish, German, 
French, Chinese and Russian as uell 
as he did English. He wrote a great 
ilnal for newspapers and magazines, 
built two theatres, was interested in 
many theatrical ventures apd made 
and lost a great deal of money on Wall 
fctreet. He always travelled in his 
own parlor car, and carried from four 
to five horses in a ear built for their 
accommodation. He owned otic of the 
Uirg-ost steam yachts i.i the New York 
\acht chib and a paik and villa, on 
Long Island Sound and belonged to 
over 100 clubs in Europe and America.
